Appeal filed by Kirtland Products regarding revoke of conditional use permit 


On Friday, February 1st, 
Kirtland Products filled an 
appeal contesting the revo- 
cation of a conditional use 
permit by the Boyne City 
Planning Commission. 
The appeal was filed in the 
38rd Circuit Court in 
Charlevoix County, less 
than two weeks after the 
Boyne City Planning Com- 
mission voted to revoke 
Kirtland’s permit at their 
January 21st meeting. 

Last September the 
Planning Commission 
stated that Kirtland was 


not in compliance with 
terms requiring the firm 
to reduce noise and odor 
emissions from the plant. 
At the January meeting, 
Commissioners were not 
satisfied with progress to- 
ward remedying these is- 
sues, and voted to revoke 
the conditional use per- 
mit. 

Tom Monley of Kirtland 
Products LLC, states, Kirt- 
land was surprised the 
Planning Commission 
took the action it did since, 
through a series of joint 


meetings over the last four 
or five months, significant 
progress had been made 
toward identifying the 
scope of the complaints 
and implementing reme- 
dial measures to minimize 
impacts. We are very dis- 
appointed the decision was 
made without advance no- 
tice to Kirtland. 

He adds, “The decision 
appears to have been made 
without a complete under- 
standing of the 
controlling Ordinance pro- 
visions and the Planning

of any “conditions” when 
it approved the conditional 
land use.

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Womens Center seeks increased support of 100 Men Campaign 


The Women’s Resource Center 
of Northern Michigan (WRCNM) 
is inviting area men to join the 
100 Men Campaign. The agency 
began the campaign three years 
ago to help engage men in the 
movement to end violence 
against women and girls. 

Those who support the cam- 
paign donate $100 or more to be 
used to provide awareness, edu- 
cation and prevention programs 
in our community. In addition, 
each man will have his name 
published in a full-page adver- 
tisement, taking a public stand to 
end violence in our community. 
They are joining with other men 
in our community in defining 
manhood as the strength that re- 
spects women and children and 
promotes healthy, equal, non-vio- 
lent relationships. 

“Through this campaign, the 
Women’s Center is making 
strides toward generating the 
positive change needed to make 
our community a safer place for 
all of us,” said WRCNM Execu- 
tive Director, Jan Mancinelli. 
“Men understand this is a na- 
tional crisis—an epidemic—that 
affects their own daughters, sis- 
ters, mothers, partners and 
friends and they want to do some- 
thing to stop this type of vio- 
lence.” 

Nearly one in five women sur- 


veyed in a recent National Insti- 
tute of Justice study said they 
had been raped or had experi- 
enced an attempted rape at some 
point in their lives, and one in 
four reported having been beaten 
by an intimate partner. Last year 
the WRCNM provided 2,701 
nights of shelter to 139 survivors 
of domestic abuse and their chil- 
dren in Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Emmet and Otsego 
counties. The agency also pro- 
vided support, counseling, advo- 
cacy to an additional 959 
domestic abuse and sexual as- 
sault survivors; 50 of the sexual 
assault survivors were under age 
12. During the same period, 1,001 
individuals were provided sup- 
port and information through 
our 24-hour crisis line. 

The 100 Men Campaign enlists 
the help of men in ending vio- 
lence that affects women and 
children. Supporters of the cam- 
paign may simply donate funds 
and have their name listed with 
other donors. Some donors be- 
come more involved by attending 
community events sponsored by 
the 100 Men Campaign, volun- 
teering with the Violence Preven- 
tion Team, serving on the White 
Ribbon Campaign committee to 
help raise awareness, or by being 
a role model to boys and other 
men.

Commissioners vote, 4-2, to move forward 
with Beaver Island facility 


CHARLEVOIX - It’s official. 
Charlevoix County officials will 
move forward with planning for 
the potential construction of a 
new $1.5-million building on 
Beaver Island. 

That’s after the Charlevoix 
County Board of Commissioners 
voted, 4-2, at a joint meeting 
Wednesday, Feb. 6, to support 
plans “as presented subject to 
any corrections” for the new fa- 
cility to house work and office 
space for the road commission, 
sheriff department and county 
transit system. 

District No. 1 Commissioner 
George Lasater and District No. 2 
Commissioner Chris Christensen 
each cast dissenting votes 
against the motion at the joint 
meeting that included road com- 
mission and transit authority 
board members. 

A separate motion stated the 
county will own the building, 
“with details to be worked out 
later.” That also passed by a 4-2 
vote, with Christensen and Dis- 
trict No. 5 Commissioner Larry 
Sullivan as the two dissenting 
votes. 

“We do need a building,” said 
District No. 4 Commissioner Joel 
Evans, chairman of the county 
board. “Everyone is aware of 


that. 

“The best way is to build one 
building for the three entities. 
That’s my look at it.” 

Road commission officials have 
already completed preliminary 
engineering work for the pro- 
posed building. Though, no site 
has been proposed. 

According to discussions last 
Wednesday, the county will own 
the building and the road com- 
mission will be allowed to lease 
space at the facility. The sheriff 
department and transit authority 
are departments of the county, 
and won’t be required to “rent” 
space. 

County board members did 
reach a consensus on one issue, 
voting 6-0 to direct the county’s 
civil counsel to work out a lease 
agreement with the Charlevoix 
County Road Commission. 

Pat Harmon, road commission 
manager, said the sheriff depart- 
ment would occupy about 80 per- 
cent of the building for about 25 
percent of the cost. Jill Drury of 
the Charlevoix County Transit 
System said the agency would 
need office space and parking for 
two vehicles, as well as mainte- 
nance space as needed. 

Officials from all three agen- 
cies assured commissioners 


there was “no fluff” in the build- 
ing proposal. 

“T just want to be able to know 
that’s what they honestly need,” 
Evans said. “It wasn’t’ elaborate. 
It wasn’t something more.” 

Christensen said his concerns 
are that the county is the only en- 
tity with “skin in the game,” as it 
will be the sole owner of the fa- 
cility and fund its construction. 
He’s also concerned about 
whether the road commission 
will be able to afford to pay for 
space at the Beaver Island site, 
considering that CCRC officials 
stated they didn’t have money for 
construction of the building. 

“My biggest concern is we’re 
setting them (the CCRC) up to 
fail,” he said in a phone inter- 
view afterwards. “They admitted 
they can’t afford it.” 

Christensen added he would 
have preferred to wait to see 
what may happen at the state 
level, regarding proposals on in- 
creased vehicle fees and in the 
gas tax. 

“T’m not questioning the need 
for the building,” he said. “I’m 
questioning the process. 

“T’m trying to paint a picture of 
responsibility.”

replace the lost vehicle. 
The commission also ap- 
proved the purchase of a 
2013 Ford Taurus Intercep- 
tor for the Police Depart- 
ment to replace the vehicle 
being transferred to the 
EMS. Funding will prima- 
rily be covered from the in- 
surance pay-out for the 
2008 Expedition, with addi- 
tion funding from the Po- 
lice Department and EMS 
budgets. 

City Attorney James J. 
Murray provided a sum- 
mary update of the Kirt- 
land Products issue. He 
noted that with the Kirt- 
land appeal process, certifi- 
cation of records, an 
appeal brief and a response 
brief, the process through 
the circuit court would po- 
tentially take until mid- 
May. A separate process 
involves a municipal civil 
infraction resulting from 
Kirtland continuing to op- 
erate after their condi- 
tional operating permit 
was revoked on January 
21st. This action is in 
process in district court. 

During the public re- 
sponse segment of the 
meeting, one citizen re- 
marked that they felt the 
noise from the Kirtland 
plant continued to bea 
major problem. Another 
stated concern about the ef- 
fect on employees at the 


plant should it be shut 
down. She emphasized, 
“We need Kirtland’s jobs.” 

The commission also had 
a first reading of a Fire- 
works Ordinance, designed 
to be in accordance with 
Michigan Fireworks Safety 
Public Act 256 of 2011. The 
ordinance would allow 
adults to use consumer 
fireworks during three day 
periods surrounding 10 
designated holidays and 
allow the City Commission 
to issue special permits for 
display fireworks on days 
they find appropriate. A 
second reading and public 
hearing regarding the ordi- 
nance is planned for the 
mid-month commission 
meeting in March. 

The commission also 
voted in support of the 2013 
Boyne Thunder Poker Run 
event to be held from July 
10th to the 14th, support 
the application to the 
Liquor Control Commis- 
sion for the special license 
to sell beer, wine and spir- 
its on the premises at the 
event, and authorize City 
staff to work with the 
Boyne Thunder Committee 
to address needs and issues 
for the event, such as set up 
and tear down. Over the 
past nine years, Boyne 
Thunder has raised over 
$250,000 for Camp Quality 
and over $82,000 for the 
Main Street Program. 

The next regular City 
Commission meeting is 
scheduled for Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 28th at noon.

Anti-tobacco coalition commends Char-Em 
ISD schools on 24/7 tobacco policies 


CENTRAL LAKE - With 
its adoption of 24/7 Tobacco- 
Free School policies, Central 
Lake Public Schools has now 
joined nearly every other 
school in the Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate School 
District (ISD) in taking a big 
step to prevent teen tobacco 
use, according to Susan Pu- 
laski, Community Health 
Coordinator for the Health 
Department of Northwest 
Michigan. She said the 
Beaver Island Community 
School is preparing to re- 
view and adopt 24/7 policies 


later this year, and its partic- 


ipation will bring the Char- 
Em ISD to 100 percent 
tobacco-free. 

Pulaski, who coordinates 
the Tobacco Reduction 
Coalition of Antrim, 
Charlevoix, Otsego and 
Emmet Counties, said the 
policies prohibit the use of 
tobacco products within any 
building, within any vehicle 
or on any property that is 
owned, leased, or operated 
by the school district. They 
apply to all employees, stu- 
dents, contractors and visi- 
tors on the premises of the 
school district, and are in ef- 
fect at all times. 

“Policies that guarantee a 
healthy, tobacco-free envi- 
ronment demonstrate that 
being tobacco-free is a com- 
munity norm,” Pulaski said. 
“This reinforces what stu- 
dents are already learning 
in school about tobacco use, 
and it supports the students’ 
decision to avoid tobacco.” 

More than 600,000 U.S. 
middle school students, and 


more than three million 
high school students, smoke 
cigarettes, though the U.S. 
Surgeon General’s office re- 
ports that progress is being 
made toward preventing to- 
bacco use among youth. To- 
bacco use is believed to be 
responsible for more than 
1,200 deaths nationwide each 
day. For every death that oc- 
curs, at least two school-age 
youth are taking up smok- 
ing, and nearly 90 percent of 
“new” smokers begin smok- 
ing before age 18. 

“We’re thrilled that the 
Central Lake Public School 
District has now affirmed 
the importance of institut- 
ing 24/7 tobacco-free poli- 
cies,” Pulaski added. 
“They’ve demonstrated their 
commitment to building 
healthier communities by 
putting students’ health 
first.”

“Good health habits should 
begin with a first visit to the 
dentist after the child’s first 
tooth erupts, or by his or her 
first birthday. A balanced diet, 
limited snacks, daily brushing 
and flossing and regular check- 
ups are the keys to healthy 
teeth and gums.” 

Additionally, bottles and 
pacifiers also impact your 
child’s oral health. Here are 
some tips from the American 
Dental Association to keep 


your young child’s mouth healthy: 


Place only formula, milk or 
breast milk in bottles. Avoid fill- 
s, ing the bottle with liquids such as 

sugar water, juice or soft drinks. 

Infants should finish their bed- 

time and naptime bottles before 
going to bed. 

If your child uses a pacifier, pro- 
vide one that is clean. Don’t dip it 
in sugar or honey, and don’t put it 
in your mouth before giving it to 
the child. 

Encourage children to drink 
from a cup by their first birthday. 
Discourage frequent or prolonged 
use of sippy cups. 

Serve nutritious snacks, and 
limit sweets to meal times. 

Older children should follow the 

same rules of regular brushing, 
flossing, dental visits and eating a 
balanced diet, and avoiding sug- 
ary beverages like juice and soft 
drinks. Sugars and starches lead 
to plaque, which can attack tooth 
enamel. Both the sugar and the 
acid in soft drinks attack teeth.

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Celebrate American Heart Month

February is American Heart 
Month - and I’m not talking 
about the chocolate kind. Your 
heart will pump 5,000 to 6,000 
quarts of blood per day. Over 
your lifetime, it will work harder 
than any other muscle in your 
body. Cardiovascular disease is 
the number one cause of death 
for both men and women. About 
one million people in the United 
States die of heart disease annu- 
ally. That means that every day, 
on average, more than 2,700 peo- 


ple die of cardiovascular disease. 


Cardiovascular disease ac- 
counts for 1 in 4 of all deaths in 
the U.S. Women are less likely to 
believe cardiovascular disease is 
a concern for them. It is impor- 
tant to know your risks for car- 
diovascular disease. Now the 
good news - cardiovascular dis- 
ease is largely preventable by 
changing the behaviors that can 
put you at risk. 

According to the American 
Heart Association, your risk for 
cardiovascular disease is greater 
if you have diabetes, high blood 
pressure, high levels of bad cho- 
lesterol, are overweight or a 
smoker. Having diabetes as an 


adult doubles or even quadruples 
the likelihood of heart disease or 
a stroke. By controlling diabetes 
through lifestyle changes and/or 
medication, the risk of heart dis- 
ease is reduced. 

Blood pressure is a ratio of 
systolic to diastolic. Systolic isa 
measure of the pressure in the 
arteries when the heart beats 
and diastolic is the pressure in 
the arteries between heartbeats. 
Normal blood pressure is 120 
(systolic) over 80 (diastolic) for 
adult women. 

High blood pressure causes 
your heart to work harder with 
every beat. Women are more 
likely to develop high blood pres- 
sure if they have a family his- 
tory of heart disease, are 20 or 
more pounds overweight, or have 
reached menopause. High blood 
pressure can’t be cured, but can 
be managed through lifestyle 
changes. High blood pressure 
can be controlled through main- 
taining a healthy body weight 
and increasing physical activity 
and eating a diet low in saturated 
fat, sodium, cholesterol and alco- 
hol. 

Cholesterol occurs naturally in 
the body. Over time, the sub- 
stance hardens, narrowing the 


artery walls, reducing blood flow 
and causing blockages resulting 
in blood clots. These clots can 
cause a heart attack or stroke. It 
is important to maintain choles- 
terol at healthy level for the 
health of your heart. 

Strive to maintain overall cho- 
lesterol at 200 mg/dl or below 
and LDL at 100 mg/dl or below. 
There is evidence that maintain- 
ing HDL, or healthy cholesterol 
at 60 mg/dl or above can help to 
remove plaque from the arteries. 


High levels of LDL or “bad cho- 
lesterol” can cause a build up 
along the inside walls of the ar- 
teries. You might have a family 
history of high levels of LDL 
cholesterol, which can increase 
your risk as well. Lower levels of 
LDL can be achieved through 
eating a diet low in saturated 
fats, transfats and cholesterol. 
Being overweight, particularly 
carrying excess weight around 
your waist, increases the risk for 
heart disease. Excess weight 


makes the heart work harder, 
raises blood pressure, increases 
the risk of diabetes and in- 
creases levels of LDL (bad) cho- 
lesterol. Increase your activity 
levels and follow a healthy eating 
plan to lose weight. Exercising 
moderately for thirty minutes 
five days per week can reduce 
the risk of heart disease by 30- 
40% and the risk of stroke by 
25% over those who are not ac- 
tive. 

If you are a smoker, quitting is 
one of the best things you can do 
for your health. Smoking in- 
creases the risk of heart disease 
and stroke by 2 to 4 times over 
non-smokers. Women who 
smoke have a 25 percent higher 
risk of developing heart disease 
than male smokers. Overall, 
smoking will reduce your life ex- 
pectancy by 13 or more years. 

Learn your risk factors for 
heart disease during American 
Heart Month and commit to tak- 
ing good care of your heart for 
years to come. Next week, I will 
tell you what foods you should be 
eating to improve the health of 
your heart.

East Jordan Harbor Open for Business

EAST JORDAN—The East Jordan 
Municipal Harbor will be open for 
business this spring with help from 
the Michigan State Waterways. 
With a $420,000 grant, the question 
now remains whether the city will 
receive only a short-term solution 
for a long-term problem. 

The East Jordan City Commis- 
sion held a special meeting Tuesday 
evening to discuss issues surround- 
ing the city harbor and marina. 
After state funds were yanked from 
the city earlier this winter, the city 
has now been awarded a grant for 
emergency dredging for the 2013 
season. 

The city will be given 25% of the 
grant ($105,000) upfront, with dredg- 
ing currently set to begin April 15. 
Parks Director Tom Cannon de- 
scribes this year as being very 
unique in the fact that the city has 
never been awarded this much fund- 
ing in one lump sum before. 

“This will be the first time we’ve 
dredged to six feet in depth,” stated 
Cannon when discussing particular 
areas of the harbor. In the past, 
many slips have only been dredged 
to three feet, which very quickly 
began to fill with silt from the Jor- 
dan River. 

With this unique emergency 
dredging project comes another 
first. The city will construct a dis- 
posal area for the sediment this 
year rather than using bags to haul 
the unwanted sand. Piping will run 


underneath the docks and bridge 
and will come along the shoreline 
near Mill Pond. This should speed 
up the dredging process and offer 
fewer worries and concerns. 

The sediment that will be piped to 
the disposal area will be completely 
safe said City Administrator Chris 
Yonker. “There will be no limitation 
on where it could go.” 


Mayor Peck spoke of his apprecia- 


tion to the state for the financial 
support but expressed his concerns 
that dredging would not fix the 
city’s ultimate problem, which is 
the constant influx of sediment that 
the Jordan River brings into the 
harbor. Dredging will only offer a 
short-term solution. A diversion 
wall could be the fix that the city 
has been in search of for years. Un- 
fortunately, the $420,000 grant as it 
currently stands can only be used 
for dredging. 

It is the commissioners’ hope that 
the state will reconsider the limited 
use of the funds. Because the city 
can accomplish the dredging for 
nearly a quarter of the grant, it is 
their desire that the state allow a 
portion of the grant money to be 
used for a steel diversion wall that 
would offer a more permanent solu- 
tion. 

Commissioner Mark Penzien ar- 
gued, “We need that wall because it 
makes fiscal sense for this town.” In 
the long run, a wall would prevent 
the river from depositing as much 
sediment into the harbor, which 
would lesson the frequency of 


costly dredging. 

The Michigan Waterways will 
meet again on March 22. After this 
date, Cannon and Yonker say that 
the city should know whether the 
grant money will be allowed to 
broaden its scope to be used for a di- 
version wall or not. Once that deci- 
sion is made, the city will then be 
able to rejoice or begin brainstorm- 
ing new ideas for financing a diver- 
sion wall. 

Commissioner Tony Cutler 
brought to the table the idea of list- 
ing the Four Corners property that 
the city currently owns and uses as 
additional parking for the boat 
launch. The sale of such a property 
could be an outlet for funding the 
wall, especially since the neighbor- 
ing boat launch will not even open 
this season. 

In regards to Cutler’s suggestion, 
Penzien said, “I just think that’s 
premature.” 

The city commissioners agreed to 
look into Cutler’s recommendation 
as a back-up plan but ultimately 
chose to hold off on any decision 
making until the end of March 
when they have word from the 
Michigan Waterways. 

Cannon wrapped up the meeting 
by thanking the city commission for 
their efforts and support during the 
tedious process and urged everyone 
to continue to campaign and market 
the marina. 

The next meeting of the East Jor- 
dan City Commission is scheduled 
for February 19 at 7pm.

With more than 3,000 
miles of Great Lakes shoreline, 
36,000 miles of rivers and 11,000 in- 
land lakes, Michigan and fishing 
are a natural match. 


Orwellian expressions 
aside, the entirety of the 
law profession abides by a 
double standard that 
sometimes nets its own 
purveyors. There are con- 
stant episodes of cops, 
prosecutors, judges 
caught in their own 
petard that suffer varying 
degrees of ignominy and 
postured contrition, the 
demands made upon the 
usual defendants. There is 
another anomaly within 
such professions though. 

This anomaly concerns 
the presumptuousness of 
tweaking and reversing 
the rules of play. A fa- 
vorite ploy by police is in- 
formant manipulation, 
most often utilized in nab- 
bing a more serious crime 
perpetrator by way of a 
lesser charged crime pro- 
ponent. This is of course 
not an unknown syn- 
drome, the American Con- 
stitution having been 
coordinated to preserve 
rights of citizens even 
when they’ve done 
wrongs. Thus the estab- 
lishment of law and order 
manipulates offenders ac- 
cording to what categories 
they fall under and in- 
duces — suborns — these to 
testify against more seri- 
ous crime predators. 

This is an ethical mat- 
ter but glossed over as if 
nonessential, not even 
worthy of comment or 
further 
consideration. Such deal- 
ings are done as if busi- 
ness as usual, never 
questioned as to improper 
conduct in office. Judges 
accept this in courts. Even 
news journalists tend to 
skip over such details as if 
inconsequential. 

The freewheeling ma-

nipulation however often 
begets its own retribution 
since the law of action re- 
action can catch the spi- 
der in its own 

lair. Internal affairs in po- 
lice and court matters 
more or less protect their 
own but sometimes an al- 
tercation will occur in 
which the corrupted 
method of procedure will 
cause the syndrome to 
turn upon its own in vi- 
cious pettiness. This was 
witnessed in a county 
prosecutor and chief as- 
sistant prosecutor tiff 
that ended in court, the 
assistant bringing 
charges against the prose- 
cutor, an odd result but 
not one so farfetched 
when contemplating the 
ethics of policing and 
prosecuting, hence judg- 
ing and sentencing. Illu- 
sion of propriety must be 
preserved for sake of the 
microphones and cam- 
eras, the reporters and 
public perception. 

In this case the local 
press was instrumental in 
bringing the accusations 
to view and in fact giving 
free advertising to a pros- 
ecutorial opponent who 
writes for the newspaper. 


Sexual allegations and im- 


proprieties were alleged 
of the assistant who her- 
self had attempted some 
extortion from the county 
for harassment on the job 
from which she was ulti- 
mately fired. The assis- 
tant had been 
instrumental in a case of 
suborning a DUI defen- 
dant to finger a drug 
dealer who he is related to 
by marriage, DUI charges 
being dropped upon the 
coordinates leading to ar- 
rest of the drug 


dealer. Curiously though 
the drug dealer got but 
one year in prison and lit- 
tle or no parole oversight, 
this after having skipped 
trial years earlier. The 
perception appeared to be 
a dogged effort that once 
accomplished was merely 
a docket item removed 
from the cold case file. 
The gist of this trial 
still in litigation comes as 
a byproduct of the arroga- 
tion of the prosecutor’s 
presentiment of breaking 
the rules to catch the bad 
guys. When rules are bro- 
ken they may be attrib- 
uted to other rules within 
the department, as in 
when once perfidy is ef- 
fected there is no stopping 
the fallout and ramifica- 
tions toward further vin- 
dictiveness in unethical 
terms, with of course the 
accompanying rhetorical 
legal jargon to keep things 
within proper legal 
bounds. That all may be 
improper is of no matter 
as long as it’s spoken and 
recorded as proper. In 
other words, insinuations 
whether true or not don’t 
matter if they lead to 
chargeable offenses and 
defendants. This is how 
police and prosecutors 
work on a daily basis and 
judges mostly go along 
with this for sake of expe- 
diency unless there is too 
obvious malfeasance in- 
volved. The case of Judge 
Mary Waterstone of 
Inkster, Michigan was the 
exception to that rule. 
Mary Waterstone had 
allowed prosecution and 
cops to perjure them- 
selves to the jury. She was 
finally vindicated though 
a black mark remains. 
The system does not care 


to chastise its own much 
unless irate ambitious re- 
porters get hold of the 
story and perfunctory ac- 
tions must be staged. 
None of those charged felt 
any wrong had been 

done. 

This prosecutorial co- 
nundrum which is still 
ongoing is unique in that 
the system of allowance 
for misfeasance is chal- 
lenged while not being in- 
dicted as such. Rather the 
personal attrition comes 
to the court to unravel the 
legal points and not the 
ethical ones. It’s a sordid 
matter but only the over- 
riding points of law may 
be addressed, not the 
ethics. Attorney Griev- 
ance and Judicial Tenure 
Commissions supposedly 
deal with ethical matters 
but courts deal only with 
law book guidelines, skip- 
ping ethics altogether. 

Since both prosecutor 
and assistant are now un- 
employed the outcome 
will be negligible and 
downplayed, just a couple 
of disconcerted ex-em- 
ployees incensed by each 
other’s behavior that al- 
ready is old news. Still, 
it’s of interest in that the 
implosion of such an of- 
fice rests squarely on its 
own intrinsic ethical 
treachery. That purview 
may not even come to the 
fore because it is hardly a 
tenet of the court to up- 
hold. As said, Flaw & Dis- 
order is far more the 
order of jurisprudence.
